IMMEDIATELY 


Ati doabts as' to the incidence'and starting date of the new 
war.taxation in the Colony were removed yesterday ‘when the 
Legislative Council approved the insertion of a new ‘clause by. 


which all taxes on salaries, 


_ der the War Revenue Bill, would be charged for the year of as- " 
sessment commencing April 1, 1940 and for each subsequent year 
of assessment in respect of” ‘property income and:profits of every . 


person for the year preceding 


“ property and business profits will therefore be taxed on assess- 


ment as’from April 1 1939 to M 


This: means that assessments 
will be due with the passage of 
the War Revenue Bil] through the 
Council, and war taxes will soon 
be pald to the Treasury on in- 
comes made during the year ended 
‘March 31, 1940. 

Another important amendment 
to the Bill is o clause which clears | 
the position with regard to .the 
salaries of marrled women, These, 
according to the new amendment, 
will be taxed: separately from the 
salaries of their husbands. 3 

‘The clause reads!—"In the case 
of a married woman,’no allowance 
shall be made for qa child in res- . 
Pect of whom, such an allowance 
has been made in favour of the 
husband. 


The object 15 to. prevent an al- 
lowance being claimed twice. 

Other amendments recommend- 
ed are mainly for the purpose of 
clarification.
